This plan would eliminate the present 
uncertain feature of the law which 
provides that the first assessment of 
I per cent shall be levied and such 
additional assessments made as are 
necessary to keep the fund intac*. 
Under the law as it now’ stands, an 
assessment may be levied at any time 
and the banker cannot determine in 
advance just what his liabilities for 
the year in that regard will be. 
Limit Number of Banks. 
Another proposed change in the 
law is to allow the amount repre­ 
senting the assessment upon each 
bank remain in the bank upon which 
it is levied giving the state a certi­ 
ficate of deposit in lieu thereof, th i 
amount represented to he subject to 
sight draft.

IO.—Three 
men held up eastbound Great North­ 
ern train No. 4, near Hillyard, this 
state, early today, robbed the mail 
car and made their escape. Only the 
presence of mind of W. Perrin, the 
fireman, prevented the looting of the 
express car, which carried a large 
amount of money, including $20,000 
consigned from a Spokane bank to a 
Montana town. 
The train slowed down in the yard 
at Hillyard, when three men, all 
armed with revolvers, crawled over 
the tender and, covering the engi­ 
neer and fireman, ordered the train 
i*iought to a stop a little over a 
mile from the station. The engineer 
obeyed and when the train came to a 
standstill the bandits forced the en­ 
gineer and fireman to leave the en­ 
gine. 
Then two of the robbers stood 
guard over the engineer and the other 
took Fireman Perrin back to un­ 
couple the mail and express cars 
from the rest of the train. 
In the darkness the bandits failed 
to note the first car was the mail 
while the second was the baggage and 
the express car, which contained the 
desired booty, was third in the train. 
Perrin saw the mistake and nj nick Iv 
taking advantage of it. in spite of a 
menacing revolver held close to his 
head, cut off the mail and baggage 
cars, leaving the express car attach­ 
ed to the dead train. 
The robbers then left the engineer 
and fireman with the train, boarded 
the locomotive themselves and ran it

miles 
east,

brought it to a stop, rifled the mail

There is al- 
most conclusive ex-ldenee that they 
have been used in divorce cases, and 
while the president has never been 
charged with these abuses of the ser- 
vice, it was largely a knowledge of 
them that prompted congress to take 
the action which provoked the of- 
fending paragraph In the president's 
last message.

The plan, which probably will 
be favored by the state bankers is 
to raise the minimum capital stock 
under which a new state bank may 
be organized, grading it in propor- 
tion to the population of the town 
or city where the bank is proposed 
to be established.

losses that may occur by reason ul 
bank failures. The new plain invokes 
a fixed annual assessment of a small 
fraction of 1 per cent to be levied 
annuallj to become a part of a per- 
manent guarantee fund out of which 
the state will pay losses and, 
case the losses of any one year ex- 
ceed the amount raised by the fixed 
annual assessment and the reserve 
fund, the state is to pay the de- 
ficiency, repaying the state out of the 
future accumulation's 
of the 
fund. 


This plan would eliminate the present 
uncertain feature of the law which 
•provides that the first assessment of 
1 per cent shall be levied and such 
additional assessments made as are 
necessary to keep the fund intac". 
Under the law as it now stands, an 
assessment may be levied at any time 
and the banker cannot determine iu 
advance just what his liabilities for 
the year in that regard will be. 


Limit Number of Banks. 


Another proposed change in the 


law is to allow the amount repre- 
senting the assessment 
upon each 


bank remain in the bank upon which. 
it is levied giving the state a certi- 
ficate of deposit in lieu thereof, the 
amount represented to be subject to 
sight draft. 


Many of the state bankers who at- 


tended the Muskogee meeting realize 
the danger of the organization of too 
many banks under the guarantee sys- 
tem. Various suggestions have been 
made to remedy this difficulty. Gov. 
Haskell is in favor of giving tha 
bank commisisoner or banking board! 
authority to limit the number of 
banks organized in_ any one -towr.. 
This cannot be done, however, und**r 
the present law, at least there Is a 
serious legal doubt as to whether the 
bank commissioner is Vested with this 
power, and a test case is now la the 
supreme court to determine just what 
authority the present law gt 
the bank commiseioner ..long

Thoughtful Train Bnikeuion Outwits 


Them. 


Spokane, Wash., Dec. 10.—Three 


men held up east bound Great North- 
ern train No. 4, near Hillyard, this 
state, early today, robbed the mail 
car and made their escape. Only the 
presence of mind of W. Perrin, the 
flreman, prevented the looting of the 
express car, which carried a large 
amount of money, including $20,000 
consigned from a Spokane bank to a 
Montana town. 


The train slowed down in the yard 


at Hilljard, when three men, all 
armed witli revolvers, crawled over 
the tender and, covering the engi- 
neer and fireman, ordered the train 
brought to a stop a little over a 
mile from the station. The engineer 
obeyed and when the train came to a 
standstill the bandits forced the en- 
gineer and fireman to leave the en- 
gine. 


Then two of the robbers stood

the deposits m state banks, there! 
eliminating the mutual insurance fea- 
ture of the present 'aw by the term's 
of which the state only guarantees 
'that assessment will be made upon 
the state banks sufficient to pay any 
losses that may occur by reason ot 
bank failures. The new plain Invol 
a fixed annual assessment of a small 
fraction of 1 per cent to be levied 
annuallj to become a part of a per- 
manent guarantee fund out of which 
the state will pay losses and, 
case the losses of any one year ex- 
ceed the amount raised by the fixed 
annual assessment and the reserve 
fund, the state is to pay the de- 
ficiency, repaying the state out of the 
future accumulations 
of the 
fund. 


This plan would eliminate the present 
uncertain feature of the law which 


' -provides that the first assessment of 
1 per cent shall be levied and such 
additional assessments made as are 
necessary to keep the fund intac". 
Under the law as it now stands, an 
assessment may be levied at any time 
and the banker cannot determine in 
advance just what his liabilities for 
the year in that regard will be. 


Limit Number of Banks. 


Another proposed change in the 


law is to allow the amount repre- 
senting the assessment upon each 
bank remain in the bank upon which 
it is levied giving the state a certi- 
ficate of deposit in lieu thereof, the 
amount represented to be subject to 
sight draft. 


Many of the state bankers who at- 


tended the Muskogee meeting realize j 
the danger of the organization of too 


lines. If the supreme court decides 
that the state bank commissioner has 
no authority to limit the number of 
state banks the legislature will be 
asked to pass a law vesting him with 
power. The plan, which probably will 
be favored by the state bankers is 
to raise the minimum capital stock 
under which a new state bank may 
be organized, grading it in propor- 
tion to the population of the town 
or city where the bank is proposed 
to be established.
